GREAT SANITARY Measvni.—In all
Inrge citles there Is more or less sick ness cnused
by the presence of slsughter-houses in thewr
miaet, uniegs special precautions are taken to
locate them in out-ol-the-wny places, beyond Lhe
resch ol the thickly settled portions, Not onl
this, but the danger of driving heated, I,'!(‘!'IlPJ
and frenzied cautle through the densely erowded
streels ol a city entails danger from which the
ought to be defended. 1nspite of the genern
2o a-hendativeness of the American people, we
are behind the Old World in the measures that
are taken lo guard aeainst the above evils,
The authorities of Pars many years since took
the matter into serious considération. The re-
sult was the establishment of “abattoirs,” being
large slaughter-houses, outside the oity limits,
whete all butchers are compelled to pursue their
avocations, They are urraneged with every con-
venlenoe lor keeping and slaughtering animals,
and by a plentiful supply of pure waler, and an

effictent system of sewernge, stench-traps, ete,, |

under the direction of the authorities, are kept
i xh g "li:‘:ﬂﬂﬁ*' f New York
n our n ng city o ew York the
Initial steps have been taken to introduee
those great sanitary measures into this country,
The formal opening ot the ymmense abattoir ot
Communq‘:w, opposite and near that city, was
made on Tuesday last, about one thousand five
hundred puests being present, a majority of
whom were butchers of the city of New York,
e estublishment consists of sixteen distinot
buildings, with a sufficient number of spacious
feed and sale pens adjoining, and with all neces-
sary or desirable appurienances for conveying,
fe ln;&a and making comfortable, and finully
slaughteiing cattle, sheep, and hogs, There s
an _unloading platform, store.-houses for hogs
und sheep, and a slaughter-house 360 feet long
by 80 feel wide, and two stories high, '
The first Hoor Is for the slanghrer of cattle
only. It containg thirty-two closs pens, be-

tween each two of which there is a gut-room, |

where the entrails of the slanghtered animals
are ocleanred. The close pens open into the

y of the house, and outl of them the ecaitle
are “‘roped,” thea killed, then hong up, all b
steam power. The catfle are not slaughtere
in the usunl way, by kuocking them on the
head. They are hoisted by the hind legs, and
while they mte thus hung they are struck.
There are aleo ample arran%vmnntn for the
curmg of hides on the grouud, of which many
dealers will doubtless avail themselves. Sixt
feet of the southern end of the building are de-
voled to “rendering” purposes, Tdere are also
two steam pumps, one for feeding the boller,
and the other for distributing the water in vari-
ous direotions sbout the building, eo arransed
that if at any time the supply of fresh water
should fall, it will be easy to fall back upon
the salt water, which flows up to and under the
building. There are also two lurge boilers to
supply steam for “rendering” purposes, and to
work the engines and pumps. Steam is always
kept up, and, at a moment's notice, the pumps

can be set at work.

At the north end of the bl.lleIl:lF is a large lce- |
house, ninety feet long, forty feet wide, and |
three storles hieh (rising one story above the |
maia butiding), in which meat may be preserved
in bot weather. The slaughtering capacity of
this building is estimated at 1200 head of cattle
in an ordinary working day of ten hours, and of
course, when necessary, this capacity can be
doubled by employing a fresh set of hands, and
working nizht as well as day., Thesecond story
of the slanghter-house is set apart for the
slaughter of hogs only, with hanging accommo-
detions for 6000 dead animals. The sheep
slaughter-hiouse is twenty-five feet long by forty-
five teet wide, and two stories bigh, and in it
can be “handled,” in o working day of ten hours,
upward of 3000 sheep. The comgnn.v huve
already made arrangements by which two hun-
dred tons or morejof mest can be daily traps-

rted to New York, and distributed among
fl‘:e various markets,

On scecount of thewr economy, safety, and con-
venlence, we have no doubt of the ultimate
adoption of abattoirs in all our large cities.
